Washington, October 11.—(Special.)—The 
fepublicans have a real case of scare on 
and the campaign managers here are mov- 
ing heaverl and earth to stop the tide 
which they feel has set against them. 
From Mark Hanna down they are crying 
for money, and they are raising the cry 
‘because they are genuinely afraid they are 
going to lose the next congress. Their own 
polis show the outlook to be deckiedly du- 
bious. They have had a lot of money to 
spend, but they are crying aloud for more, 
seeing that the only hope left them is 
wholesale éorruption of the ballot, such as 
carried the election of 1896 for them. 

Emissaries are here from the different 
clare atates touching the republican office 
holders for a rake-off on their salaries. 
It is the old method ag @ist which such 
civil service purists az McKinley and 
Roosevelt have long raile@, but we hear 
nothing from these gentiemen now. R. L.

Qhio republicans in the departments telling 
of his presence at the Hote) Cochran and 
suggesting the desirability of a visit from 
the recipients at their earliest conven- 
jence. Tom Platt has had a man over here 
from New York on a similar mission, but

papers, While the Ohio emissary had the 
bad luck to get some of his letters in 
print. 

The Wholesale End. 

These are but two, however. They are 
here from all the close states bleeding the 
employees for all they can. But this is the 
petty side of the bleeding business. Mark 
Hanna is himself in charge of the whole- 
sale and more important end, and the in- 
dications that come from New York are 
that he has been highly successful. 

Hanna does things by wholesale. He be- 
lieves in the use of money and a lot of It. 
He has been more eloquent in his insist- 
ence that it must be had this year than 
ever before—if that is possible. He does 
not attempt to conceal his belief in the 
imminence of defeat and accordingeto his 
code of ethics there ig bua one possibile 
wuy to avert it. 

The story which comies from all sides of 
apathy in republican ranks has scared 
Hanna, because he knows better than any- 
body else the dangers which such a state 
of affairs indicate. He knows better than 
anybody else how great a proportion of 
the enormous vote counted for McKinley 
was secured by open purchase, and he sees 
that wnless some similar effort is made 
this year there can be but one end to it 
all.

Unless there can be a repetition id the 
success in purchase and coercion that pre- 
vailed in 1896 the republican chances are 
smal! indee@?. Hanna has said this in just 
about 80 many words. He has not stopped 
at the saying, however, but with charac- 
teristic vigor has gone to work. He is 
“frying the fat’’ of the manufacturers and 
the money changers of the east as he did 
two years ago, and already the wheels of 
the republican machinery give evidence of 
being smoothly greased. 

But can they win even with the expendi- 
ture of a vast amount of money? The 
present indications are against them. The 
Washington Post publishes a poll of the 
country made through its correspondents 
at the different state capitals. It is evi- 
dent that this poll was made with the idea 
of getting a statement as favorable to the 

repuDlicans as possible and an analysis of 
the correspondence shows this; but even 
at that the outlook from a democratic 
standpoint, as revealed in these reports, is 
most encouraging. 

The Post’s View of It. 

The Post sums up the Situation as re- 
veaied by its correspondents in this way: 

‘The reports show conclusively that the 
democratic expectations of numerous 
gains in almost every section of the 
cuuntry are tounded on fact. There is 
scarcely a state in the union whicn will 
return as many republican congressmen 
us Now occupy seats. in New L£ngland, 
vf course, tue republicans have a clear 
eld, ow. even in that section they are 
likely tu lose one district in Massachu- 
setts. In the middle Atlantic states the 
lusses will be heavier. New York will 
not aguin return twenty-eight repub- 
ican congressmen, while in Pennsylva- 
nia, which now seats twenty-six repub- 
licans and. two @®mocrats, the latter 
will gain several districts, owing to re- 
publican divisions and other causes, 
Republicans will probably lose two or 
more district» in New Jersey, but gain 
one in Delaware. In the south e dem- 
ocrats will very largely secure their 
old representation, this being notably 
the case in Kenucky, while the demo- 
crats will recover two and possibly four 
districts in Virginia. They are also 
credited with one district in Maryland, 
which now sends e solid republican 
delegation. A strenuous fight is also 
being made in the Texas district which 
is now represented by a _ republican, 
and it is possib'e that the republican 
seat in Alab2ma ’ will be lost. 

In the middle states, however, the ouf- 
lcok for the republicans is better, with 
a probability that they will gain dis- 
tricts in Ohio and Miehigan. Indiana, 
however, presents a very doubtful field, 
with the democrats certain to make de- 
cided gains, while in Illinois the present 
delegation of seventeen republicans is 
liable to be reduced to thirteen. South 
Dakota will send two republicans in- 
stead of two populists and changes in 
Kansas, Nebraska and Missouri will fa- 
vor the republican side, In California 
the republicans seem certain to lose at 
least one seat. 

How It Stands Now. 

The present house has 206. republicans, 
122 democrats, 23 populists and 5 silver re- 
publicans. The opposition to the republican 
majority foots up, it will be seen, 150, leav- 
ing a clear republican mejority over all 
of 56. 

The Post's estimate, compiled, from the 
figures of its cerrespondents, gives the 
republicans 166 certain, the democrats 130 
certain, the populists 13 certain, the silver 
republicans 4, and puts 43 districts in the 
doubtful list. 

This fs As liberal from the republican 
standpoint as’*could possibly be figured out. 
It is certainly true that the fairest and 
best estimates that can be made will put 
in the democratic column a majority of 
the districts which are figured out as 
doubtful. : 

Running down the list: In New England 
there will be little, if anv, change. The re- 
publicans hold: every district bet one in 
that section, and the chances favor their 
holding their own, althoukh competent 
judges state that two of the districts in 
Connecticut are deubtful and there is a 
chance to gain.one in Massachusetts. 


In New York. 

The Post figures indicate six doubtful in 
New York. These are taken from the re- 
publican column, the democrats being given 
in this estimate only the five districts they 
now hold. Of course much will depend in 
New ‘York upon the governorship race, 
which is going to be a hard fought and 
exciting contest. I have lost none of my 
faith in Van Wyck winning. If he does, it 
is almost certain that the democrats will 
carry not only these six doubtful districts, 
but several others which are now put in the 
republican column. 

The democrats are almost certain to car- 
ry the six districts of Pennsylvania put in 
the doubtful column, making a gain in all 
of at least nine. This may in the end be 
even larger. 

In New Jersey the democrats will certain- 
ly earry the two districts which The Post 
gives them with a good chance for two

Savannah, Ga., October 11.—General Fitz- 
hugh Lee and son, Lieutenant Fitzhugh 
Lee, Jr., left Savannah tonight shortly 
after midnight for Richmond, Va., where 
they have been called on account of the 
serious illness of Mrs. Lee, news of which 
came this afternoon. 

During General Lee’s absence General 
Arnold, of the Second division, will be in 
command of the corps and the movement 
to Savannah will proceed ag heretofore 
stated. 

Mrs. Lee Has Typhoid Fever. 

Richmond, Va., October 11.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. General Fitzhugh Lee is quite sick at 
the St. Lwke’s home here with typhoid 
fever. Her condition, however, is not re- 
garded as at all critical, Mrs. Lee return- 
ed from Jacksonville a few weeks ago, 
where she spent some time on a visit to 
her husband. : 

Mrs. Lee came bac home with what was 
then pronounced to be dengue fever. Her 
condition has been quite favorable and not 
at all serious until very recently, when 
typhoid symptoms developed. 

General Lee left here Sunday night for 
Savannah to make arrangements for his 
corps to go into camp there, prior to its 
embarkation for Cuba in November. His 
wife’s condition at the time of the general’s 
departure for the south was more favor- 
able than itis now. Her physicians are not 
alarmed at the lady’s condition, and it is 
hoped she will be better in a day or two. 


HIGHER THAN MOUNT ST. ELIAS. 


Eldredge Geological Survey Party 
Makes Interesting Discovery. 
Seattle, Wash., October 11.—The G. H. 
BHPidredge geological survey pamy, which 
has just returned from the Cook’s Inlet 
countny, is declared to have discovered the 
highes#® mountain in North America. The 
peak, which towers far above Mount St. 
Elias, is situated in Alaska, to the right of 

the Sushitna river, 

The government topographer took trian- 
gulations of the elevations, ascertaining 
by scientific calculations the exact height 
of the peak, which he declared to be more 
than 20,000 feet. The mountain was named 
Bullshae, a word spoken in exclamation by 
the Indian guide of the party upon first 
beholding the wonderful peak. ° 

The members of the survey are reported 
to have expressed the opinion that an 
ascent would be almost impossible, so pre- 
cipitous are its sides.

Washington, October 11.—The war inves- 
tigating commission devoted its forenoon 
session today to the examination of Sec- 
retary Alger’s statements and the papers 
furnished by him in reply to the commis- 
sioners’ inquires. The accompanying pa- 
pers included the reports from the varigus 
bureaus of the war department and also 
the various letters and telegrams bearing 
upon the conduct of the war. 

Secretary Alger in his report replies to 
the various questions propounded by the 
commission, but’ he gives éspecial promi- 
nence to the plan of campaign and to the 
changes that were made in the original ' 
plan. He states that Tampa was chosen 
as the base of operations because of its 
proximity to Havana, at which point it 
was originally intended thie first attack | 
should be made.

PEACE COMMISSIONERS BUSY. 


FOURTH JOINT SESSION NOT PRO- 
DUCTIVE OF AGREEMENT. 


Spaniards Want the United States To 
Assume the Cuban Debt with 
' the Island. 


Paris, Octob2r 12.—After a fourth joint 
session, lasting from 2 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon to 4:15, the American and Spanish 
peace commission adjourned without hav- 
ing reached a final comclusion as to any 
point in the protocol. 

The question of the Philippines has not 
yet been considered in joint session, though 
the Americans at their separate sessions 
have acquired exhaustive information 
from persons Wo have lived in the Philip- 
Pine islands and done business there. They 


are now, therefore, well equipped to discuss | 


the subject when it comes up. 

The Spanish commissioners have present- 
ed written interviews, expressions and 
‘ropositions to which there have been writ- 
ten rejoinders. These, in the original and 
in the translations, have been: read at the 
joint sessions. 

The Spanish, it is belleved, have asked 
to have the Cuban debt assumed by the 
United States, urging that the debt should 
pass with the sovereignty. The debt pre- 
sented for American assumption covers the 
expense of the ten years’ insurrection, the 
recent insurrection and the war with the 
United States as far as Spain’s outlay in 
the war can be classified against Cuba. 

The Spanish will doubtless urge equities 
in stocks, water front betterments, public 
buildings and perhaps war material. It is 
possible that this contention will. receive 
consideration on the basis of equities be- 
tween mortgagor and mortgagee. 

Thus far-no disposition has been devel- 
oped on either side to delay the ultimate 
conclusions and the end of the work 
hand. The American commissioners are 
anxious to conclude ag soon as possible, 
and on recess days they are devoting from 
three to five hours to discussions and de- 
tails. ‘ 

Both commissions have accepted an invi- 
tation to a reception to be given by Figaro 
this (Wednesday) afternoon. 


Marchand Receives the Message. 


Paris, October l.—The government, it is 
reported, has been informed ‘that its dis- 
patch to Major Marchand, forwarded by 
the courtesy of the British government 
through the sirdar, has already been de- 
livered, and that Major Marchand is send- 
ing an officer with his reply to Cairo, 
whence it will be telegraphed to Paris, 
probably arriving early next week. The 
extremist papers are making strong efforts 
to excite public opinion against reat 
Britain, but it is believed in the best in- 
formed circles that Major Marchand will 
be authorized to return by way of Cairo. 


ASKS FOR NEW INSTRUCTIONS. 


Madrid Paper Déclares Peace Negotia- 
tions Are Not Moving Well.

They 
wanted to go to Sugar Point, where the 
battle was fought, for a conference on the 
pretext that steamérs eould not land at 
their camp. 

“The messengers counted thirty bucks in 
the camp, and the latter claimed that they 
had lost but one killed and two squaws 
wounded in the battle. They were all be- 
hind one tree and one bullet went through 
the tree, hitting all three. 

“Indian runners from the south have pass- 
ed Cass lake going north, and from them 
information of a more serious nature than 
anything heard heretofore has been obtain- 
ed. The hostiles at Bear island have heard 
that General Bacon intends to attack them 
within forty-eight hdéurs and are busily 
preparing to resist. The Indians are well 
posted on everything that goes on at Walk- 
er and at the agency. They are strongly 
intrenched and. have sent out insulting 
messages to the whites. Their runners are 
busily urging re-enforcements from other 
branches of the tribe. and the red men 
are wavering between peace and war. 
There have passed down the waterwav to 
Leech lake in the past three days as many 
Indians ag there have soldiers come in 
over the railroad. A village passed up 
Cass lake today, and thirty others are now 
encamped eight miles west from here: wo- 
men and children have heen going steadily 
northward. Twenty canoés of bucks. four 
In each, went up the Mississipp{ river into 
Leech lake last night. It is estimated by 
the woodmen ‘here af least 590 reds who 
will join the hostiles on/the slightest en- 
couragement are now within striking d€ls- 
tance of Leech Lake. Estimator Seelvye, 
who has come in from Brainard, brings 
alarming reports. He says: 

“Bacon will make another attack tn the 
next dav or two. He is determined to get 
the Indians or their bodies. If he does 
neither the reds will make a break north 
for the Big Fork country. He cannot fol- 
low them and they will have time to do 
awful damage to the settlers, struggling 
villages and railroad property as they flee. 
T consider the situation extremely critical 
both Were and alone the road. especially 
at points where land and water routes 
eross. Some of my estimators are starting 
back to work todav. but only where the 
troops can protect them.’ ”’

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Omaha, Neb., October 11.—President Mc- 
Kinley and the other members of the pres- 
idential party were greeted on their arrival 
in Omaha tonight by the largest crowds that 
have ever lined the streets of-the: city. 
For several hours before the train reached 
the depot the sidewalks along the streets 
over which the president was to pass were 
densely packed by citizens of Omaha and 
visitors from all parts of the country who 
have come to participate in the peace ju- 
bilee celebration, and the welcome that was 
accorded to the head of the national gov- 
ernment was enthusiastic in the extreme. 

The reception committee escorted the pres- 
idential party to the Tine of carriages which 
was in waiting. Along thé whole line the 
crowds on each sidé of the street and in 
every window kept up a continuous ova- 
tion. The buildings were gorgeously decor- 
ated with red, white and blue and numer- 
ous pictures of the president appeared in 
the windows of stores. and offices. 

The streets were also strung with lines of 
incandescent lights over each .causeway, 
and arches of colored incandescent lights 
at every street crossing,.making the whole 
line of march as light as day. 

At the city hall the party alighted and 
the visitors were assigned to seats on a 
temporary platform, from which they re- 
viewed a magnificent parade of forty floats. 
The floats were the same which had taken 
pary during the last week in the Ak Sar 
Ben parade of Tuesday and the electric 
parade of Thursday, and the two gorgeous 
parades combined made a magnificent 
spectacle, 

McKinley Passes’ Through Chicago.

From The Washington Star. 

“The straw ‘hat, after all, is the hat that 
expresses more of the character of men 
and women than any, or, indeed, all oth- 
ers,” remarked a philosophical observer to 
a Star reporter. “Somehow the individ- 
uality of the wearer shows itself more in 
the straw hat. The careless man and wo- 
marf are bound to shew it, just as the tidy 
and prim do, by the kind of hat they wear.

He never wears a black band, 
and the enthusiastic man and woman find 
the straw hat just the vehicle to display 
their red, white and blue colors. The war 
with Spain of course is the cause for so 
much red, white and blue in the way of 
hat trimmings, and it is a nice way to 
show patriotism without appearing to ao so. 

“lhe widower never shows his desire to 
be of the world again piainer than he does 
with his straw hat. ‘he clerical gentie- 
man or student of theology or scholastic 
somehow picks out a hat that marks his 
calling-and ambition to a certainty, 50 that 
no one who sees it can by any possibility 
make a mistake. The politician, the bar- 
keeper, the prize fighter or the would-be 
spcrt are as instinctively marked by their 
straw hats as if they "wore a badge on 
their coats indicating their professions. 
The retired: politician, the ex-congressman 
who is out of congress temporarily und is 
kept in Washington ‘attending to some mat- 
ters for some friends,’ gives himself away 
completely by his hat, as do the card play- 
er and the follower of horse races. The 
picnic and excursion man or girl has a hat 
which shows it. Even the members of the 
diplomatic corps are recognized by = 
hats. Some of these are new hats and ot! - 
ers have done pervine ane a couple of sea- 
eons. Ex-BSecretary erman wears the 
same hat he has worn for three or four 
summers.

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Kangaroo Hides. 

“Not many people have any idea how ex- 
tensively kangaroo hides are —— 
this country,” sald a leading wholesa € 
leather dealer in New York to a Ww fer in 
The Washington Star recently. “Last year 
there were over 400,000 such skins received 
in this city, and about 80 per cent of these 
were tanned in one large establishment in 
Newark, N. J. The hides all come from 
Australia and New Zealand, where the kan- 
garoos are killed some 350 miles back from 
the coast and shipped from Melbourne, 
Sydney and Newcastle, Australia, and 
from Musterson, in New Zealand. 

“Prior to 1859 the kangaroos were killed 
and eaten in Australia, and their hides 
were ®ut up and made mostly. into shoe- 
strings and belts. But an Enghshman 
named Brown in that year made some ex- 
periments, which resulted in his discovering 
the remarkably tough character of the 
leather, and he brought several dundred 
hides to America as a speculation. He 
tried hard to sell the skins to various tan- 
ners, but they were shy of the novelty, and 
he at last had to sell them at a sacrifice 
to a New York bHookbinder. The latter mer- 
chant made triangular corner pieces for 
ledgers and commercial books out of the 
skins, and thus ascertained the good quali- 
ties of the leather. Oné of these books 
got into the hands of the proprietor of a 
large Newark tannery, and his attention 
was at once attracted by the peculiar ap- 
pearance of the leather binding. He made 
some experiments with the skin, and 
found that it possessed a remarkable te- 
naciousnesgs and compactness of grain, 
Which prevented it from absorbing water, 
woile the acids in »biacking met with an 
almost impervious Substance. Several hun- 
dred skins were soon after tanned and put 
upon the market, and so large was the 
demand for the new leather that it was 
nie work for years. to*get a sufficient 
Quantity of hides to supply the trade. In 
iss) the Newark tanner sent agents to Aus- 
tralia, and made arrangements to. ship 
such numbers of skins as would satisfy 
the demand for the article here. 

“The characteristic climate of Australia 
and the pugnacity of the kangaroo has, 
howevef, always made the hunting of the 
hides dangerous. and these diffiggsties con- 
tinue to limit the supply and keep up the 
price of the animals’ shins... Winter starts 
in May and ends in December in thar -oun- 
try.’ The rest of the year the Feat is 
intense, the thermometer frequently reach- 
ing 140 degrees. Eight men hunt tcgether 
for kangaroos. They are called ‘a set.’ 
When hronght to hay the kangaroo jumps 
like a flash for a hunter’s chest. and tries 
to crush it in with his fore feét. To pre- 
vent this each man wears across his chest 
a piece of matting two aor three inches 
thick Armed with a apear. with a club 
attachment at the other end thaw ride 
upon swift horses into a herd. With the 
agility and equipoise of circus riders they 
stand erect upon their horses and use 
their spears and-clubs,. The kangaroo is 
able to jump over the horse. 

“As soon as the animal ‘Is killed tt ia 
skinned and the hide js stretched on the 
ground and pinned down gecurely to nre- 
vent shrinkage. The flesh furnishes meat 
for the camp. Fach man places his ort- 
‘@te Mark upndn his bootv. and when they 
have 10 skins they return to e'vilizgation 
There are twenty varieties of kangarnane 
amone them the blue. red. Wallabv. hlack 
rray and forester. the latter furnishing the 
hest leather as it lives mainly in wooded 
sections. When the shipping rsorts are 
reached the hunters disnose ..f the skine hy 
auction to the highest bidder, and rearei®e 
about 8 cents a nound for them. . Kanea.- 
roo hunters make large profits, One man 
‘a known to have cleared $6.0 fiee of liv- 
ing expenses last vear. .

ning through the camp. There had been 
cOnsiderabie typhold fever at Lhe camp, Dut 
it did not originated there and the first 
cases Were isolated. During the entire Stay 
at the camp less than four per cen, of the 
command was sick. There wefe sixty-nine 
deaths, five being those of officers. 

Much of the sickness was, in his opinion, 
due to delicucies sent to the soldiers from 
home.

ALGER SHOWS CORRESPONDENCE 


Secretary of War Submits Telegrams 
Received and Sent by Him. ~ 

Washington, October 11.—The come ine 
is Sechetary Alger’s reply to the questions 
of the war investigating commission: 

“War Department, Washington, October 
6.—Major General Granville M. Dodge, 
President Commission Appointed by the 
President to Investigate the Conduct of 
the War Department in the War With 
Spain. Sir: I have the honor herewith to 
hand you information desired from the 
secretary of war as referred to in youl 
letter of September 27, 1898. Very respect- 
fully, ae ALGER, t 
“Secretary of War. 

Information desired Mom the secretary 
of war: 

1. Plan of campaign proposed immedilate- 
ly after the declaration of war; was it in- 
tended to move at once on Havana, or 
that the campaign should be postponed 
until the autumn? 

Answer. Immediate’ blockadé by the 
navy of the important ports of Cuba, as 
directed by the president’s proclamation. 
The holding of troops at points nearest 
to Cuba to be avaiiable in amy emergency 
whieh might arise and especially to be 
ready for prompt assistance in case the 
operations of the, navy should make the 
use of land forces necessary or desira- 
ble. 

Early in May a plan was practically ma- 
tured to land a foree at Mariel, a point 
about twenty-six miles west .of Havana, 
reports having been received that in its 
immediate vicinity were high grounds, well 
watered and suitable for camping troops 
preparatory for a movement upon Havana 
later, if it was deemed advisable; the 
thought being that possibly an assauit 
might be made upon the forces defending 
that city before the rainy season set in. 
Orders were issued to that effect on May 
Sth, but subsequently plans were changed 
on account of further information that 
there would be great danger to the health 
of the troops in that vicinity; and@ also on 
account of the uncertainty of the move- 
ments of the enemy’s fleet. It was then 
determined té keep the forces in the United 
States at points as near Cuba as possible 
for immediate embarkation should an emef- 
gency demand it. The .Santiago campaign 
proved to be that emergency. 

It should be added further that it was 
believed, after consultation with medical 
authorities, that troops camping in south- 
ern states. during the summer would be- 
come somewhat acclimated for their ser- 
vices In Cuba. 

About Santiago Campaign. 

2. When was the Santiago campaign de- 
termined upon? 

Answer—The Santiago campaign was 
made necessary by the presence of Admi- 
ral Cervera’s fleet in Santiago narbor, but 
had previously been contemplatéd es one 
point on the coast where a reconnoissance 
in force was to be made to ascertain the 
strength of the enemy in the different loca- 
tions ‘n eastern Cuba, The immediate de- 
struction of Admiral Cervera’s fleet was 
necessary and to enable the navy to ac- 
complish. this the military force, under 
Major General Shafter, United Stites vof- 
unteers, was directed to move ait once on 
the city and province of Santiago. This 
movement was hastened by reason of a 
telegram received from Admiral Saninpson 
on June 7th, stating that he had hompbard. 
ed forts at Santiago June 6th and silenced 
works quickly, and if 10.000 men were there 
city ‘and fleet could be captured -within 
forty-eight hours.

It is proper to state that after the date 
of th's message the Spanish egarrison was 
re-enforced. The opinion of Admiral Samp- 
son was dovbt'ese correct at this time. 
The troops sailed from Tampa on Jnne }4, 
1898, with 16,988 officers and men. 

8. Why was Tampa seiected as the'hase 
of operations? 

Answer—On account of the shipping fa- 
cilities at that point and its comnparat' ve 
short distance from Cuba, rendering anv 
movement of. the troops possible on short 
notice as the progress of the blockade or 
any other sudden condition might require, 

4. Why were summer camps organized at 
Fernandina, Jacksonvil'e and Tampa? 

Answer—All of the early camps jin the 
south were selected with specigl regard for 
the health of the troops und there :conven- 
lence for prompt movement bv rail and 
water The camp at Fernandina was or- 
ganized on the recommendation of the ma- 
jor general commanding the army. The 
camp at Jacksonville was selected on the 
recommendation of Major General Lee, 
i'nited States volunteers, commanding 
Seventh army corps (Copy of telegram here- 
with attached marked I). The permanent 
camp was never contemplated at Tampa. 
Troops were sent there preparatory for 
embarkation and were kept there to he 
ready for any emergency, and later to em- 
bark for Porto Rico and upon the signing 
of the protocol the troops being no longer 
required at Tampa were sent to Huntsville. 
Ala., a camp selected hy officers detailed to 
ascertain best camping sites, having in 
view health and comfort of the soldiers. 

5. When was the Porto Rico campaign 
determined upon? 

Answer—The Porto Rico campaign had 
been long under consideration and the ar- 
ders to carry it.out were issued June. 26. 
1898. (See copy of letter herewith marked 
“J’* to Major General Miles, UWpited States 
armv.)

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., October 11.—(Special.)\—The Macon 
carnival opened today in a blaze of glory. 

The weather was beautiful, the crowd 
great and the display magnificent. 

At an early hour thia morning the city 
was astir, and the streets were soon packed 
with humanity, notwithstanding the fact 
that the opening pleasures of the day were 
not to begid until 10 o'clock, with the en- 
trance of King Prentice Huff and his re- 
tinue into the city.

An tmmense throng of people assembled 
in front of the city hall to witness the ar- 
rival of King Prentice Huff and his court, 
where Mayor S. B. Price was in waiting to 
deliver the golden key of the city to the 
king.

BIBB’S SMALL VOTE. 


Letter Colonel Candler Is Said To Have 
Written a Macon Gentleman. 
Gainesville, Ga., October 4u.—(Special.)— 
Bibb county’s small vote in the recent elec- 
tion has been the cause of much comment 
here in Hall, the home of Colonel Candler, 
as it has been everywhere. Colonel Candler 
in conversation with The Constitution cor- 
respondent about the matter did not have 
very much to say, but he related an amus- 
ing incident which was brought about by 
the inactivity of Bibb’s democracy.

TWO NEGROES KILLED. 


Railroad Train Overtakes Them and 
Clears the Track. 

Albany, Ga., October 11.—(Special.)—The 
news of the fatal accident which happened 
near Hardaway, ten miles south of this 
place, on the Savannah, Florida and West- 
ern road, was received here today. 

Three negroes, Frank Toole, Ed and Joe 
Pickett, were walking down the railroad 
track last night on their way to Thomas- 
ville. They had gotten about 300 yards on 
the south side of Hardaway when they 
decided to sit down and rest. 

In a few minutes all three fell asleep. 
About 2 o’clock this morning a special train 
bearing the second battalion of the First 
Florida infantry, who were en route to 
Tallahassee to be mustered out, passed by. 
All three of the negroes were struck by 
the engine and thrown nearly thirty feet 
from the track. 

Joe Pickett was instantly killed, the up- 
per half of his head being completely torn 
away. Ed Pickett’s head was also crush- 
ed, several bones were broken and he can- 
not live.

more. In Delaware, the new -registration 
law makes everything highly uncertain. 
There jis but one congressman to be elected. 
The present congressman is a democrat 
and the chances of his re-election are 
about even. 

In Virginia the democrats will regain two 
if not all four of the districts now held by 
the republicans; in Kentucky they will gain 
three, if not all four, of the seats from that 
State now held by republicans; and the 
two districts of Texas put in the doubtful 
column can be counted upon as surely dem- 
ocratic., 

California and the West. 

The republicans have three members from 
California in the present house. The 
chances are they will have none in the 
next, although The Post figures give them 
two. The opposition will be divided be- 
tweén the democrats and the populists, 
with the democrats predominating. 

The only states which seem to give indi- 
eation of republican gains are Kansas, 
Wyoming, South Dakota and Nebraska. 
In Kansas there is a possibility of one or 
more of the fusfon congressmen getting 
away; in South Dakota the indications are 
regarced favorable to the republicans and 
are so put down in The Post’s table; in 
Wyoming there is but one seat involved; 
and in Nebraska things are in a somewhat 
chaotic state with chances that the delega- 
tion will stand about as it does now, which 
wil) take one more from the doubtful col- 
umn and place jt with the republicans. 

One district in Wisconsin is put in the 
doubtful column and one in West. Vir- 
ginia, but in these republican chances are 
best. In Maryland the democrats will gain 
one district and probably also that which 
is now regarded doubtful. 

From the Democratic Standpofnt. 

Democratic advises warrant the belief 
that almost all of the districts which are 
put in The Post's doubtful column—forty- 
ithree in all—will, when the ‘votes are 
counted, be found in the democratic col- 
umn. 

I have said nothing of three states, saving 
them to the last, because, in my opinion, 
they will prove of the greatest importance 
in determining the control of the house. 
These are Ohio, Indiana and Lllinois. 

The Post thinks the republicans are sure 
to hold their own in Ohio with the possi- 
bility of gaining two of the six districts 
now held by democrats. The democrats of 
Ohio feef certain of holding their own and 
expect to make some gains. How well 
grounded these expectations are we have 
no means of khowing here in Washington. 
It is certain that the republicans of the 
president’s own state are scared. Grosvenor, 
who was scheduled for speeches in. New 
York, has called his engagements off that 
he may get into the fight in Ohio, where he 
is needed, and the mcney appeals made the 
Ohioans here are based on the possibility 
of serious republican losses. 

In Indiana the democrats feel confident 
of their ability of gaining at least three 
seats. *Two of these are in the doubtful 
column of The Post’s table. 

In Illinois democratic chances are excel- 
lent. The republicans have seventeen dis- 
tricts in the present house, the oppositicen 
five. The Post concedes seven to the demo- 
crats, putting one in the doubtful column. 
Democratic advices indicate the probability 
of considerably larger gains, 

It is right here that the decision con- 
cerning contro! of the house may be made. 
If the democrats do succecd in making the 
gains in Illinois, with the collateral gains 
in Indiana and Ohio that are scheduled, 
there will be no hope for the republicans. 

To Be Made Fighting Ground. 

As in the campaign of 1896 it is the re- 
publican plan of campaign to concentrate 
all of their energy, and particularly their 
money, in these states. It was in these 
that the vast republican campaign fund 
was responsible for the wonderfully heavy 
vote polled, or at least, counted: and un- 
less there is a repetition of the success in 
that line then attained the republicans have 
no chance.

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American Silk Manufactures. 

It will be interesting to those who 
watch the industrial development of the 
country to note the decided increase in 
the exportations of the silk manufac- 
turers as shown by the figures of the 
treasury bureau of statistics. It is wor- 
thy of note that not only fas there been 
a decided decrease in the sum total of 
importations, but that American manu- 
facturers have met with great success 
in pushing their wares in the markets 
of the world, and that the indications 
point to steady, and, indeed, rapid 
growth. 

The exports of silk manufactures for 
the present calendar year are shown 
to have been more than 50 per cent in 
excess of the corresponding months of 
last year, and the bureau estimates in- 
dicate that for the full year the exports 
will be gix times as much as they were 
in 1890. 

In 1860 the manufacture of silk in 
the United States amounted to $6,607,771 
in value. This amount was doubled in 
the next decade, and that amount was 
more than trebled in 1880. The end of 
the next decade showed that the total 
had more than doubled again. It is 
estimated that a recent compilation 
made by the secretary of the American 
Silk Association shows that the five 
_years following 1890 the rate of increase 
has even accelerated, the estimate of the 

ilk manufacture of the United States 
oday being nearly, if not quite, $150,- 
000,000 per annum. 

The importation of manufactured silk 
has in the meantime fallen rapidly, the 
amount for 1898 being only $23,000,000, 
as against more than $38,000,000 in 1890 

These same ficures show that the 
manufacture of silk goods:tin this coun- 
try has increased very rapidly within 
the past year. There has been an in- 
crease of gomething like 4,000,000 
pounds in the importation of raw silk 
over the yeaf before, and the raw silk 
importations indicate the manufacturing 
growth. In 1897 the value of the im- 
ported raw silk was $18,918,283, as 
against $31,446,800 for 1898. - 

The south is held responsible for much 
of this increase, although there is very 
little silk manufactured in any of the 
southern states. It is explained that 
many factories in the New England 
states which have heretofore been given 


over to the manufacture of cotton goods | 


have put in silk manufacturing machin- 


ery because they have learned to their 
sorrow that they cannot compete with 
the mills located nearer the cotton fields. 

In the matter of exports, it is worthy 
of note that in 1878, twenty years ago, 
the total exports amounted to $19,032. 
while those of 1897 were little short of 
$200,000, and the figures for this year 
indicate an increase of at least 30 per 
cent over last. The growth of the silk 
industry has been confined almost ex- 
clusively to the past twenty-five years, 
although the beginning was made some- 
thing like half a century ago. The man- 
ufacture of plain dress silks was begun 
during the civil war and the years im- 
mediately following, and for a long time 
the manufacture was confined exclu- 
sively to those lines. Now, however, 
brocaded silks and satins are made on a 


large scale, and recently success has 
been attained in the manufacture of silk 
plushes and upholstered goods. It is 


estimated that 85 per cent of the silk 
goods used in this country is the product 
of our own factories. 

In the brochure of the bureau of sta- 
tistics it is pointed out that the success 
of our manufacturers in practically mo- 
nopolizing the home demand and in get- 
ting so strong a foothold in the markets 
of the world is “the more strongly 
marked since other nations have failed 
in their efforts to compete with the 
great silk marufacturing nation of the 
world—France.” In support of this, it is 
shown that the exportation of silk man- 
ufactures from the United Kingdom has 
fallen 50 per cent in the last decade, 
while the German government reports 
show a like decrease. France alone has 
stood her ground, but barely. The fig- 
ures for France show that her exporta- 
tions last year were $52,283,700, while in 
1890 they were $52,862,700. . 


Democrats and the Next Congress. 

The chances of democratic contro] of 
the next house of representatives seems 
to be growing as the date for the con- 
gressional elections draw near. The re- 
publican leaders have sounded an alarm 
which is evidently something more 
than a bluff for the purpose of raising 
campaign funds, and a poll of the dif- 
ferent states made by impartial cor- 
respondents of The Washington Post 
shows that the administration party has 
cause to fear defeat. 

The republican leaders, under the di- 
rection of the astute Hanna, are un- 
doubtedly seeking to duplicate their suc- 
cess of 1896, when they secured every 
vote from ocean to ocean which could 
be either bought or coerced, and for 
that purpose the “fat” is being fried out 
of the protected manufacturers and the 
money brokers who profit most from re- 
publican rule; but the democratic lead- 
ers are vigilant, and the people seem 
to have determined that it is best for 
the country that the party of the people 
should have control of the (tpopular 
branch of congress. 

At least, present indications may be 
said to point that way. The careful 
analysis of the situation made by our 
Washington correspondent shows on 
what the belief that this is so rests, There 
are evidences of undoubted democratic 
gains in all parts of the country. The 
republicans see that they cannot. hope 
to get anything like the phenomenal 
vote counted for their presidential can- 
didate two years ago unless they resort 
to wholesale corruption, and that they 
are preparing to do so is certain. As the 
immortal Ike Hill once put it, “We're 
all right if they don’t buy us.” 

Like the campaign of two years ago, 
to the middle west is to be left the final 
decision. The democrats are claiming 
things in that section with much more 
confidence than the republicans, but per- 
haps there is yet a chance for Mr. Han- 
na’s barrel to get in its work. 

It appears to be conceded by republi- 
cans that their only Giance is through 
the use of a great corruption fund. What 
a travesty upon popular government! 


United States Army Officers. 

Some apparently well informed writer 
contributes to The New York Sun some 
interesting data bearing upon the num- 
ber of officers belonging to the Unit- 
ed States army on both the active and 
the retired lists; and also bearing upon 
other important phases of the eountry’s 
military organization. For the benefit 
of our readers we take the liberty of 
making use of some of the data which 
this writer furnishes. 

Prior to the outbreak of the 
late war with Spain there were 
2,164 officers enrolled on the ac- 
tive list af the United States army. 
These were subdivided in the following 
manner: Nineteen general: officers, in- 
cluding heads of bureaus, 71 colonels, 
92 lieutenant colonels, 206 majors, 524 
captains, 533 first lieutenants, 445 sec- 
ond lieutenants, 57 extra second lieu- 
tenants, 34 chaplains, 40 regimental ad- 
jutants, with the rank of first lieuten- 
ants, 40 regimental quartermasters, with 
the rank of first lieutenants, and 103 
miscellaneous officers. On the retired 
list there were enrolled 663 officers. 

Until increased by the necessities of 
the late war, the United States army 
numbered 25000 men, not including of- 
ficers, and the organization of the army 
consisted of ten cavalry regiments, five 
artillery regiments and twenty-five in- 
fantry regiments. The officers of each 
cavalry regiment consisted of one colo- 
nel, one lieutenant colonel, three ma- 
jors, twelve captains, twelve lieutenants, 
twelve second lieutenants, one chaplain, 
one adjutant amd one quartermaster, 
making forty-three commissioned offi- 
cers. ‘The officers of each artillery reg- 
iment consisted of One colonel, one lieu- 
tenant colonel, thrée majors, twelve 
captains, twenty-four first lieutenants, 
twelve second lieutenants, one ex- 
tra second lieutenant, one chaplain, 
one adjutant and ope ‘quartermaster, 
making fifty-seven commissioned offi- 
cers. The officers of each infantry 
regiment consisted of one colonel, one 
lieutenant colonel, one major, one ad- 
jutant, one quartermaster, ten first lieu- 
tenants and ten second lieutenants, mak- 
ing thirty-five commissioned officers. In 
the aggregate there were 1,629 officers 
of the active list constantly engaged in 
routine military work, leaving 535 offi- 
cers, mostly generals and staff officers, 
engaged in special work or else on 
leaves of absence. Some of the de- 
tached officers were employed in the 
river and harbor service, some were an- 
nexed to foreign legations and some 
were given assignments in Washington, 
D. C. 

When the late war commenced, the 


‘rate, 


size of the United States army was con- 
siderably increased, and something over 
one ‘hundred and fifty officers were add- 
ed. In this connection the regular army 
must not be confused with the volun- 
teer army, which was altogether sepa- 
Covering the period of the late 
war, the “changes on the active list, 
apart from the addition of new officers, 
consisted of three resignations, one dis- 
missal, thirty-five deaths from disease 
and twenty-four deaths from wounds re- 
ceived in battle, making in all sixty- 
three casualties. 

On the retired list of the United States 
army at the present time there are one 
lieutenant general, four major generals, 
29 brigadier generals, 104 colonels, 36 
lieutenant colonels, 92 majors, 271 cap- 
tains, 28 chaplains, 82 first lieutenants 
and 16 second lieutenants, making a 
total of 663 officers. Within the past 
féw years the number of officers on the 
retired list has varied but little. In 189i 
there were 551; in 1892, 584; in 1893, 
605; in 1894, 604; in 1895, 624; in 1896, 
647; in 1897, 653, and in 1898, 663. Offi- 
cers on the retired list receive three- 
quarters pay. In addition to the offi- 
cers on the active and the retired lists 
of the United States army there were at 
the beginning of the present year 371 ca- 
dets in the United States military acade- 
my at West Point. 
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The American Stage.

Among the brilliant stars which have 
gone down below the horizon of the 
American drama since the late war be- 
tween the states may be mentioned Mc- 
Cullough, Booth, Barrett, Keene, Mayo, 
Sullivan and many others. In the hearts 
of countless admirers on both sides of 
the Atlantie there still abide the most 
cherished recollections of these great 
actors. ; 

We have with us yet such stars of the 
first magnitude as Joseph Jefferson, 
Richard Mahsfield, Sol Smith Russell 
and others who are prime favorites with 
the public, and undoubtedly gtill more 
are coming on who will confer addition- 
al luster upon the American stage, but 
the heart of the old theatergoer con- 
templates with sadness the fact that 
many of the great actors who have been 
identified with the best phases of the 
drama in recent years have passed be- 


hind the scenes forever. 


EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Lovers of music Will be gratified with 
the information that the first note book 
of Mozart, one of the greatest of the 
world’s composers, has lately been dis- 
covered in London. Mozart's wonderful 
genius asserted itself long before its pos. 
sessor could either read or write, and he 
enjoyed the unique distinction of being 
one of the few prodigies who achieved the 
distinction to which he was foreordained 
in the enthusiast'c predictions of his early 
admirers. He began to compose music 
before he was ten years old. Says one 

exchanges: 

vote a = just discovered contains 
compositions written by him in 1764-65, 
while he and his elder sister were n @ 
visit to England. Mozart was then only 
eight years old, his ‘sister twelve, yet they 
astonished the court of George III, and 
were the wonder of the day in London. 
Unfortunately for him, but fortunately for 
the world, their father, Leopold Mozart, 
was taken very ill, so ill, in fact, that the 
least noise was unbearable, and for many 
days the piano and organ remained clos- 
ed, It was during this period of enforced 
inactivity that little Wolfgang wrote these 
compositions, and composed a symphony 
dedicated to ‘the queen of England. The 
musical world has been startled to find 
the wonderful maturity of these early com- 
positions, The court and people might 
well stand amazed at the boy who had to 
be lifted upon the organ bench, yet played 
any music placed before him or improvis- 
ed on any suggested theme. Many 4 
guinea went into the pockets of his enter- 
prising manager and father for private 
exhibitions of the genius of the infant 
composer. It is related that during one 
of these private recitals, while Mozart was 
in the midst of a composition, he espied a 
favorite cat coming into the room. His 
hands dropped on the keys, he slid down 
from the bench and ran to pick up the cat 
and fondle her. It was as natural ‘Yor 
him to play the organ and compose music 
as it is for any other child to ‘play horse’ 
or sing ‘ring around a rosy.” When he 
was composing his symphony, dedicated 
to the queen, he remarked to his sister, 
who was standing near: 

‘“ ‘Now, don’t forget; remind me to give 
the French horns plenty to do.’ 

“The notebdok written at this early age 
is scribbled sometimes in pencil, at others 
ink has been used, but its great value 
lies in the proof that his musical genius 
was so ripe almost from the very begin- 
ning, ‘The original manuscript of the 
symphony is preserved in the library of 
the British museum, but the notebook was 
lost for more than one hundred years,” 


Since the recent pronunciamento of the 
czar of Russia with reference to universal 
disarmament there has been no little dis¢ 
cussion in newspaper ard diplomatic cir- 
cles as to the occasion for that extraoggi- 
nary appeal. One of the most satisfactory 
explanations of the subject appears in the 
current number of The Review of Reviews, 
in which Editor Shaw says: “ Russia is 
profoundly desirous of keeping the peaco, 
and is very far from being prepared to 
wage war with either Germany or England. 
It will be a number of years before the 
Trans-Siberian railway will be nearly 
enough completed to be used for transport- 
ing troops and supplies to Corea, northern 
China, or any of those regions where there 
has been so much friction between British 
and Russian interests. It would be hopeless 
for the Russian soldiers to attempt to cope 
on the Chinese coasts with the English 
ships. Russia has plenty of men under arms 
and could recruit still vaster ferces; but 
her resources are so undeveloped that in a 
great war it would be well-nigh impossible 
to transport or supply large Russian armies 
and in such respects Germany ig incOmpar- 
ably superior. Russia has every reason for 
desiring a long period of profound peace. 
Her statesmen have observed the progress 
of the United States, and realized the fact 
that the material greatness of this country 
is due to the immense development of the 
Mississippi valley and the far west in the 
more than thirty years that have followed 
the civil war. The profound object of Rus- 
sia’s policy is to build raliroada, open 
mines, bring vast areas of wheat lands into 
cultivation, and, in short, to build up the 
nation upen a basis of economic progress 
and prosperity. This being true, Russia 
would gladly obtain relief from the enor- 
mous pecuniary burdens imposed upon hor 
by the maintenance of her huge armies. 
She needs the money for railroads and the 
agencies of peaceful development. But she 
is the victim of the prevalling military 
system of Europe, and considers it neces- 
sary to go armed if her neighbors do the 
same, It has been very much the European 
habit of mind to regard Russia as the 
great menace to the world’s peace; but 
the Russians take precisely the oppvusite 
view of their position, and are very far 
indeed from wishing to provoke a war. 
Moreover, they are shrewd diplomats, and 
have scored great points of late years. As 


/Matters stand, they have nothing to gain 


and very much to lose by going to war. 
The new czar will keep the peace.”

“Some of the boys are after me,”’ he said,

tention. When it is remembered that since 
I resigned the office of secretary of state 
on April lst I have been almost constantly 
employed in my two campaigns it will be 
realized that I have not looked after my 
business interests with mueh care, and I 
have a whole lot to do to catch up. But 
hy the time I am sworn in I propose to be 
clear of everything, and to give every min- 
ute of my time to the governorship.’’

In 1811 the little king of Rome was born. 
No boy ever came into this world amid such 
splendors, destined to such honors. 

Napoleon, then “at the height of his power, 
went. to Dresden, with hts empress at his 
side, resplendent in ‘her glory, haughty as 
a western empress should be, patronizing 
her parents and boasting of Paris as su- 
perior to Vienna. 

Princes, powers and potentates swelled 
their train, monarchs received them; it 
was the climix of the Napoleonic drama, 
and Maria Louise was the central figure of 
the pageant. 

The Russian campaign followed. Elba, 
the Hundred Days, Waterloo and St. Helena 
in .quick succession. After repeated at- 
tempts to establish a regency during the 
minomty of the king of Rome Maria 
Louise, with her boy, fled to Austria. The 
little king was torn’ forcibly from the 
Tuileries, clinging to the wood work and 
door jambs and screaming for ‘‘papa.”’ 

Maria Louise was for a time practically 
a prisoner at Schoenbrunn, Here the -Sount 
de Neipperg was most assiduously atten- 
tive, and their relations became <laily more 
intimate. “Finally all correspondence with 
Napoleon ceased, and she accepted Neip- 
perg’s attentions. After the death of Na- 
poleon they were secretly married, but the 
ceremony was celebrated tdo late by sev- 
eral years. The allied powers: granted the 
duchy of Parma to Maria Louise, and there 
she lived until her death in 15847.

The Making of Mirrors. 

Editor Constitution—I would like to know 
something as to thow looking glasses are 
made. JANE R. MAGRATH., 

Opelika, Ala., October 7, 1898. 

A recent publication on this subject says 
that the sales of looking glasses in the 
United States amount to about $8,000,000 a 
year, and the industry gives employment to 
more than 2,000 persons (very few women or 
girls among them). Mirror making is a 
simple process, but though simple, is not 
without its elements of danger. The pres- 
ent method is as follows: A smooth stone 
table is arranged. to be easily canted a 
little on one side by means of a screw set 
beneath. Around the edge of the table is 
a groove, in which mercury may flow and 
drop from one corner into bowls. The 
table is first made perfectly horizontal, and 
then tinfoil is carefully laid over it, cover- 
ing a greater space than the glass to be 
coated. A strip of glass is placed along 
each of three sides of the foil to prevent 
the mercury from flowing off. The metal 
is then poured from ladles upon the foil 
till it is nearly a quarter of an inch deep. 
The plate of glass is slid on from the open 
side, and its advancing edge is kept in the 
mereury, so that no air or floating édxide 
of metal or other impurities can get be- 
tween the glass and the clean surface of 
the mercury. When exactly in place it is 
held till one edge of the table has been ele- 
vated ten or twelve degrees and the super- 
flUuous mercury has run off. It is left for 
several hours and then placed upon a 
frame, the side covered with the amalgam, 
which adheres to it. After the amalgam 
becomes hard the platé Is ready, for use. 
The dangers arising from mirror making 
come chiefly from the use of quicksilver, 
and thereis esvecially injurious to health 
in consequence of the danger of poisoning 
from the fumes, but it is not sustained by 
the figures collected by the insurance com- 
panies.

When arrested and held for courtmartial, 
he claimed that he could prove the truth 
of the statements he had made and his 
friends were indignant that he had been 
subjected to the humility of arrest. He 
made public the statement that he would 
be dismissed after the investigation and 
that he weculd be fully vindicated of the 
charges. 

In the cablegram received last night 
announcing his death, no details were given 
except that he died from calentura fever, 
with which a number of the soldiers in 
Ray’s regiment are now ill. The fever is 
peculiar to the tropical climate, and while 
not always considered fatal, it is a dan- 
gerous malady. No announcement of the 
details of the funeral has been made, and 
it is not known in Atlanta whether or not 
the body will be brought home. It is be- 
lieved, however, that on account of the 
contagious nature of the malady, that the 
remains will be interred in Cuba and that 
the funeral will be conducted with military 
honors 

The news of the death of Lieutenant 
Johnson was first broken to the family by 
a Constitution representative last night. 
He leaves a father, Mr. W. A. Johnson, a 
well-known broker, and a brother, Edwin 
Johnson, who is connected with the Amer- 
ican Baptist Publication Society. 

The father and brother were heartbroken 
over the sad intelligence. It was a month 
yesterday since Lieutenant Johnson had 
been theard from. He then stated he was 
well and happy. . His continued absence 
made his father uneasy, and it was feared 
that some trouble had happened to the 
soldier. 

Lieutenant Johnson was a broker in this 
city; lived at 143 Windsor street, and had 
a thost of friends who wiil be pained to 
learn of his death.

Upon the issue of the governor’s proclama- 
tion Colonel McDonald telegraphed the war

Sanders on Tour of Inspection. 

Birmingham, Ala., October 11.—(Special.j— 
Dr. W. H. Sanders, state health Officer, 1s 
here tonight en route to west Alabama, He 
states that it was necessary to quarantine 
against Mississippi and Louisiana because 
of the alarming spread of the disease. Dr. 
Sanders will also investigate Lauderdale 
Springs, Miss, where the First and Second 
Mississippi regiments are, to see at they 
have not been exposed to the fev r, and to 
investigate the advisability of allowing the 
two regiments to come to Birmingham 
November 17th to be mustered ont.

New Orleans, October 11.—President Sou- 
oon makes the following report for Louis- 
ana:

Chicago, October 11.—Mayor Carter Har- 
rison today issued a proclamation caling 
for contributions for the yellow fever guf- 
ferers in the south. Contributions of money 
or supplies will be recelved by the raavor 
and forwarded to Bishop Charles P. Gaijlo- 
way and Colonel J. L. Pewer, secretarwe of 
State, at Jackson, Miss. The Illinois Cen- 
tra] railroad has consented to transport all 
the supplies donated without cost. 

Smallpox and Fever. 

Selma, Ala., October 11.—(Special.)\—The 
county board of health is endeavoring to 
check the spread of small pox in tha south- 
ern end of the county. There are now be- 
tween fifteen and twenty cases. Compul- 
sory vaccination has been resorted to, and 
a pesthouse is being established in the in- 
fected district, to which: all casses will be 
carried. The disease, so far, is confined 
to the negroes, and there have been few 
deaths, The town of York. eighty miles 
west of Selma, has established a rigid yel- 
low fever quarantine of the shotgun vari- 
ety. Traing are permitted to stop-only for 
orders, no passengers are permitted to get 
off and trainmen are warned not to stop 
off the right of way.

MR. SAMUEL BARNETT, A PROMI- 
nent lawyer and real estate dealer of the 
city and agent for the owners of the Ma- 
jestic apartment house on Peachtree street, 
slapped the face of Major W. F. Tucker, a 
paymaster attached to the department of 
the gulf, last Thursday one week ago in 
the office of the Majestic.

Major Tucker returned from a trip yes- 
terday and was registered at the Aragon 
hast night. A portion of the evening he 
spent pleasantly with friends at tne club, 
taking dinner with friends later in the 
evening. 

The ineeting of the gentlemen tn the office 
of the Majestic ,caused a flurry of excite- 
ment, although the incident was over in 
less than a minute and before many knew 
there was any trouble. 

It is said that Major Tucker afterwards 
explained that the reason he did not resent 
the blow was that Mr. Barnett’s wife was 
in the office at the time and that on ac- 
count of her presence he refrained. 

It was stated last night by an eye-witness 
that Major Tucker had made complaint 
about the service of the dining room, It 
is said that on the morning the incident 
occurred he left the dining room and went 
straight to the desk of the clerk, in the 
office of the house. While discussing the 
matter there, it is said that Mr. Barnett 
had the conversation with Major Tucker, 
which resulted In the passing of the blow. 

Major Tucker has been stationed in At- 
lanta only for a short time. He is well 
known in military circles and has many 
friends in the city. He is a son-in-law of 
Mrs, General John A. Logan. Major Tuck- 
er’s home is in St. Louis. He ranks as 
major in the United States army and is 
under the jurisdiction of the department of 
the gulf.

He was 
suffering greatly and a messenger was sent 
in haste for Dr. Joseph J. Shafer, who ex- 
amined Smart's wounds and found he had 
received a fracture of two ribs aflid several 
contusions on his body, head and face, One 
of. his hips was badly sprained. 

Smart was in a room in which one of the 
windows opened ona skylight and the light 
was not more than three or four feet from 
the window. He had seen the skylight in 
the daytime and always supposed it was a 
tin roof. Last evening while romping and 
playing with a friend he suddenly jumped 
from the window. He is a stout young 
man and quite heavy and he fell with great 
force upon the - skylight, breaking the 
g.ass and frame and then dropping twenty 
feet into the hallway heaw., 

He was to have played as a member of a 
local football team in a game next Satur- 
day. One of his first remarks when he 
came to himself was: 

“I guess th’'s uses me up andI won't 
play any more football very.soon.’’ 

He is an insurance man from New York, 
but has lived in Atlanta much of his time 
and has many friends in the city who wil! 
regret to learn of his misfortune.

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS CARRY 
BY AN OVERWHELMING MAJORITY 


Eighty-Two Counties So Far Reported Give a. Majority of | 
18,482—Fifty.Nine Vote in Favor of Ratification and 
Only Twenty-Three Against—The Official Count 
As Reported by Constitution Reporters. 


The state returns, so far as the proposition to elect the judges and solicitors 
of the superior court by the people is concerned, are sufficiently complete to in- 
dicate that the amendment has been adopted by a decisive majority. As fast 


as the official vote is ascertained in each county it is reported to The Conatitution 
by correspondents, and up to this time efghty-three counties have been heard from. 
Of these fifty-nine are for ratification and twenty-three against. The fifty-nine 
give a total majority of 25,051, and the twenty-three of 7,569, making the net ma- 
jority in favor of the amendment so far 17,482 with fifty-four counties yet to 


be heard from.

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STRIKE CONTINUES TO SPREAD. 


Paris Wears a Warlike Look Similar 
to That of 1870. 

Paris, October 11.—The brick layers and 
wood carvers today < smacag to join the 
strikers. The city, however, is perfectly 
quiet, but the enormous increase in the 
strength of the garrison points to the fact 
that the government fears political rather 
than labor troubles. 

The strikers’ central committee is a po- 
litical and revolutionary organization, and’ 
it is engineering the dispute as if it were 
a strike of the proletariat. No conflict be- 
tween the soldiers and strikers has oc- 
curred up to the present. Not since 1870 
has Paris logked so war-like. 

A number of young men of title made a 
demonstration in front of the house of the 
Duchesse d’Euzes, on the Champs Elysees, 
on Sunday evening. They were led by 
Prince Henry of Chartres and. Count 
Sabran de Ponteves, and cheered a passing 
squadron of cuirassiers with cries of ‘‘vive 
l‘armee.’’ Thence they proceeded to an 
anti-revisionist meeting, presided over by 
M. Millevoye, where they shouted ‘‘vive le 
roi.’’ They afterwards disappeared, 


Provost Guards Scatter Negroes. 


Pana, Ill., October 11.—Thirty blacks who 
assembled in the Illinois Central railroad 
yards, apparently intending to board freight 
trains and leave the city, have been dis- 
persed by the provost guard. The mines 
are practically idle today. The negroes 
have received pay and decline to work.

CHINAMAN BEATEN 
AND THEN ROBBED 


Bold Attempt Te Murder Lo Jim At No. 
165 Marietta Street. 


ALL OF HIS MONEY WAS TAKEN 


Three White Men Committed the Crime 
Early in the Evening. 


THE CHINAMAN MAY YET DIE FROM WOUNDS 


He Was Taken to the Hospital—What 
He Said About It—Police Making 
Efforts To Catch Criminals.

:= ymost to death while crowds were :: 
+ passing within ten feet. 
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““HHREE WHITE MEN ENTERED A 
Chinaman’s laundry on Marietta street 
last night at 9 o'clock, while people were 
passing the door, and boldly beat him 
nearly to death and then robbed him of $20 
in silver. 

Lo Jim, or Jim Kee, runs a laundry at 
No. 165 Marietta street, and he was busy 
at work last night when three white men, 
all strangers to him, walked into his 
laundry and. without saying a word at- 
tacked him with an iron pipe. One of the 


‘men used the pipe with such force upon 


the Chinaman’s head that he feil to the 
fioor bleeding and unconscious and while 
he lay there the other two rifled his cash 
drawer, in which there was $20 in silver 
coin, . 

Shortly after the attempted murder and 
robbery some one passing on the street 
heard the groans of the Chinaman and 
found him lying on the floor in a pool of 
blood. 

Lo Jim was sent to the Grady hospital 
in the ambulanvze, where his wounds were 
dressed. He had been terribly beaten and 
it is feared he yet,may die fr@n concussion 
of the brain. He vas sent back to dis 
place of business, where other Chinamen 
agreed to look after him. 

Five or six blows had been struck, two 
of them on the head, and the others on the 
back, and shoulders. 

It was pitiful to hear the Chinaman, 
while lying on the floor nearly dead, be- 
moaning the loss of his money. The silver 
he had hodtded away in the little drawer 
seemed to be more precious to him than 
his life. 

The story told by the Chinaman in his 
broken English was related between groans 
of pain and excited exclamations. It was 
in substance about as follows: 

“I was ironing a lot of cuffs and collars 
when I looked up and saw three white 
men coming into my laundry, I knew the 
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face of one of the men, but the other two 


were strangers. Before I could say a word 
one of the men raised a piece of iron he 
had in his hand and brotght it down on 
my head. I staggered at the first blow and 
he kept hitting me until I fell upon the 
floor. I knew nothing more until some- 
body woke me up. -All my money in the 
drawer had been taken.’’ 

The conclusion of: his narrative, told as 
nearly as his words can be put into Eng- 
lish, was: 

*‘Me no likee Melican man to beatee me 
likes that; but he no stop at beatee, but 
he takee al! my monee.” 

It is beHeved in police circles that one 
of the men“can be identificd by Lo Jim. 
He suys that one cf them has been in his 
laundry’ often and while he knows his face, 
he does not know his name. 

The boldness of the attempt to commit 
a murder as well as a robbery has -aused 
the police to dec:de to take the most ur- 
gent steps to ferret out the crime. Special 
officers were put to work on the case soon 
after the affair was reporte@ and it is 
possible that arrests will follow today. 


Hospital Train from Jacksonville. 


Cincinnati, October 11.—A hospital train 
from Jacksonville, Fla., with 149 patients, 
mostly suffering from typhoid fever, 
reached Newport today in a driving rain.

MACON’S FIRST BRICK LAID. 


Augusta, Ga., October 10.—(Special.)—I 
note the preparations in progress on an 
elaborate scale for the celebration of the 
seventy-fifth anniversary of the foundation 
of the city of Macon, as told in the col- 
umns of The Constitution. Allow me to 
venture the prediction that it will be a 
grand success. Macon never does anything 
by halves and with wer beautiful and re- 
fined women and enterprising, intelligent 
and public-spirited men the art of enter- 
taining is second nature, ana@d genial hos- 
pitaiity greets the stranger in its favorite 
abode. 

Visitors to the jubilee will find in Macon 
as Handsome and commodious business 
houses as any city in the country of a 
similar size, and as to residences the crest 
of College Hill is crowned with stately and 
majestic Greek temples, whose furnishings 
and surroundings denote the discriminat- 
ing and cultured taste of their owners and 
whose entrancing beauty claimed the en- 
thusiastic admiration of Henry Ward 
Beecher and of the great English novelist, 
William Makepeace Thackery. 

The accompanying cut is a likeness of 
Augusta’s oldest citizen, Mr. Henry An-

drew Smyser. He was born in Charleston, 
S. C., where he passed his boyhood and 
served his apprenticeship as a ship joiner. 
His next birthday, the 16th of December, 
will be his ninety-ninth anniversary; then 
he will enter upon his one hundredth 
year. 

Mr. Smyser saw the first brick laid in 
Macon. It was in the foundation of a 
small building which stood near where the 
courthouse now stands, as well as he could 
destribe the location. This was before the 
era of railroads, when trading with the 
Indians was the principal business of.the 
country and the traffic was handled by 
steamboats and wagons. Old Fort Haw- 
kins was then in a perfect state of pre- 
servation and the redskins swarmed in the 
country west of the Ocmulgee, 

Mr. Smyser says in those days the ship 
and steamboat building and running was 
a big industry in Charleston and that the 
steamboat line ran from that city to Macon 
and Augusta, Columbia and various other 
points. He worked on the construction of 
the steamer City of Macon, commanded 
by Captain Brooks, tho first packet that 
plied between Macon and Charleston. He 
also helped to buila the steamer Hamburg, 
Captain Schultze, the first to make regular 
trips on the Savannah. ‘ 

The way Mr. Smyser happened to go to 
Macon was that his employer, Mr.* John 
H. Fleming, believing tha embryo city 
would be a fine business point, removed 
from Charleston, and accompanied by his 
brother, established a large general store 
on the site which was afrerwards occupied 
by the American hotel. The steamboats 
brought up immense quantities of tobacco 
and returned ladened with peltry and other 
articles which the Indians bartered. The 
tobacco market at the steamboat landing 
was the busiest place in town. 

After remaining in Macon two years, 
Mr. Smyser returned to Charleston, after 
which he Went to Aiken and took charge 
of the Aiken hotel, which he conducted 
for a number of years. Subsequently he 
came to Augusta and became the proprie- 
tor of the Smyser house, a resort for north- 
ern visitors in Summerville, which he still 
owns. 

This old gentleman, almost a centenarfan, 
enjoys the best of health and ig in the 
possession of ishis faculties to a marked 
extent. He is scrupulously neat and par- 
ticular in his apparel and drives to the 
city and back daily. I thought it would 
prove interesting to the people of Macon 
to know something of probably the only 
living witness to the laying of the corner 
stone of their greatness and one who was 
so intimately connected with the formative 
period of their city’s existence. Could he 
but return now to the Central City, not a 
single landmark would he find, no familiar 
scene to remind him of the little Indian 
trading post of seventy-five years ago; but 
instead a great railroad center and the 
metropolis of southwest Georgia, a city 
with the push, pluck and energy to over- 
come the accidents of time and fortune and 
press forward to the redlization of that 
splendid destiny which nature has designed 
for her. 

In this auspicious season of rejoicing, 
when all is music, mirth and revelry, he 
bids "me send a message of good will and 
congratulation to the people of Macon and 
say that he has watched the city’s growth 
and progress “with an interest akin to 
that of the putative shade of Romulus as 
it presides over the destinies of the eternal 
city, and that he hopes and beli®ves that 
by the time she shall have attained an 


age equal to his she will have a population 
of a hundred thousard souls.

Mary Wilkins, who is said to -make 
mont y from her pen than any woman wri- 
ter in the country, contributed te the sup- 
piement edition of The New York Trib- 
une, which supplement was devoted to 
eecupations for women, the following 
Sketch in ‘‘Requisites For Authorship.” 

“Of course it is understood that No girl 
can become a successful writer of short 
Stories or books unless she hag a certa'‘n 
amount of natura) ability in that direction. 
Otherwise all the advice in the world must 
be of no avail. There must be a spark, 
however smail, of genuine talent, in or- 
der to have a flame. 

“Winen this talent does exist the simplest 
road to success is the best. There is really 
little to do except to provide one’s seif 
with good pens, good ink and paper, a lib- 
eral supply of postage stamps and a more 
libera] supply of patience, sharpen one's 
eyes and e&rs to see and hear everything 
in the whole creation likely to be of the 


slightest assistance and set to work. Then, 


never cease work for the pure sake of the 
work, and never write solely for the dol- 
lars and fame, while one lives. 

“A young writer should follow the safe 
course of writing only about those subjects 
which she knows thoroughly, and concern- 
ing which she trusts her own convictions. 
Above all, she should write in her own 
way, with no dependence upon the work of 
another for aid or suggestion. She should 
make her own patterns and found her own 
school. 

“When it comes to placing stories, books, 
etc., there is nothing to do but to send 
them to editors and publishers, with the 
firm belief that no article really worthy of 
acceptance will be rejected by them all. 
Such a regult is very unlikely, and it is 
generally safe to conclude that there is 
some defect, if not of art, of adaptabil- 
ity, in the article. 

“The influence of others in placing work 
is very much overrated. I doubt if many 
successful authors can attribute their suc- 
cess to anything but their own unaided 
efforts, and if many can trace the accept- 
ance of first articles to words or letters = 
recommendation to editors from influentia 
iends. :

close proximity to nearly all the fash- 
fonable districts. 

The Consolidated, which now has sole 
rights of way in most of these districts, is 
opposed to any such branching out on the 
part Of a rival company. Both companies 
haVe applied for franchises in west Atlan- 
ta, and to cross the viaduct. and on the 
result of these petitions lurgely depends 
the efforts of the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany to complete its system, because the 
line cannot be built without the west Ar- 
lanta rights of way. 

The matter has been before the electric 
railway committee of the council for sev- 
eral days, and this committee has given 
this matter more attention than any other 
committee has devoted to any other sub- 
ject for many years in councilmanic his- 
tory. The subject 4s of great importance 
to the companies and to the eity at large, 
and the outcome will be watched with 
great interest.

THE WORK OF CONSTRUCTING THE 
hospitals at Fort MePherson is at a stand- 
still and mothing will be done toward be- 
ginning the buildings until the war depart- 
ment hag been heard from. 

The matter of the contract for the ten 
pavilfon’ hospitals to be erected at the post 
has been submitted by Colonel Simpson to 
the secretary of war and the surgeon gen- 
eral and until their approval of the con- 
tract made by Major Taylor with the 
Woodward Lumber Company has been re- 
ceived nothing will be done. 

Colonel Simpson stated yesterlay -that 
he had no desire to delay the building of 
the new hospitals and that he appreciated 
the pressing need for them as much as any 
one, but he considered it his duty to refer 
the matter at its present standing to the 
authorities at Washington, 

It is possible that the secretary of war 
will authorize the contract given to the 
Woodward Lumber Company for the con- 
struction of the hospitals to be annulled on 
the ground that it illegal, simce bids 
were not opened regularly for the work. 

The probability, however, is that the au- 
thorities will take the side of Major Taylor 
and for the second time approve the con- 
tract made by him. Major Taylor said yes- 
terday in reference to the subject: 

“This contract has been approved al- 
ready by the war department, but I only 
desire that the hospitals be put up at once, 
whoever is given the work to do. The 
matter has been taken completely out of 
my hands by the quartermaster depart- 
mert and I have mothing more to do with 
it. 

“My ideA was that the hospitals were to 
be put up at once and without delay on the 
ground that it was an emergency case and 
that the limit of thirty days for the bids 
to remain open was not to be allowed, Be- 
lieving this, I went ahead and gave out the 
contract.’’ 

The need for the new hospitals at the 
post is & pressing ome since with nearly 
6 patients under the care of the surgeons 
some of them must necessary be quarter- 
ed in the tents and with the winter coming 
on there is n@ way of protecting the sick 
from the cold. 

Surgeon General Sternberg at the time of 
his visit to the post urged the necessity for 
the new hospitals to be started at once and 
it was from the interview Major Taylor 
had with him that the major received theo 
impression that he was to have the hos- 
pitals erected personally. 

Some time will be required to complete 
the work after it is first started an@ it is 
easy to predict that the patients who are 
compelled to stay in the hospital tents, if 
the number now at the post is not percep. 
tibly decreased, will suffer from the cvoid 
during the winter months. 

A reply was expected from the war de- 
partment-yesterday by Colonel Simpson in 
reference to the validity of the contract 
given the Woodward Lumber Company, ot 
no reply was received and it will probably 
be the last of the week before the matter 
is finally settled to the satisfaction of all 
parties.

A Boy’s Trip as a Tramp from Indians- 
polis to Atlanta. 


TELLS A REMARKABLE STORY 


Kept a Diary of All of His Experience 
on the Road. 


MADE AN APPEAL TO THE ATLANTA POLICE 


Chief Telegraphs the Boy’s Mother and 
She Will Send Money—What 
Harry Has To Say. 


AT 10 O'CLOCK YESTERDAY MORN- 
ing Harry Carter, aged fourteen, of In- 
dianapolis, walked into the police barracks 
and stated that he wanted to give himself 
up to the “cops,” as he had decid=i that 
tramping Was a bad business. He is a son 
of Mrs. George Carter, statistical clerk to 
the state board of health of 121 West Ver- 
mont street, Indianapolis, and is evidently 
a boy of a refined family and good educa- 
tion. The story he told at the police bar- 
racks yesterday morning makes a. most 
interesting bit of experience “on the.road”’ 
for a boy who decided to run away from 
home and then give up the struggle after 
a week's trial. He was soiled, home-sick 
and nearly starved. 

Harry is a bright boy and he talks fluent- 
ly. He kept a diary of his travels or “‘bum- 
ming,’’ as hé expressed it, and when he was 
asked about his trip he opened his book and 
referred to his ‘‘notes.”’ 

Chief Manly telegraphed to Mrs. Carter 
and she wired that she would come on 
the first train, and asked that her son be 
held unti] she arrived. 

This is the remarkable story the boy re- 
lates: 

“I have a good home and a mother who 
makes money and doesn’t mind, spending it 
on me. I got to reading books about boys 
having a good time roughing it and I 
heard other boys tel] about the fun they 
had running away, so I finally decided to 
try it. I had $1 and I todk a gold ring 
which belonged to my mother and another 
which was my own and on Monday, Oc- 
tober 3d. I walked out of Indianapolis to a 
small station where I boarded the front of 
& baggage car on a passenger and rode 
without detection until I reached Shelby- 
ville. From Shelbyville I rode to Green- 
burg on a .freight train. arriving there 
Tuesday morning. Tuesday night two men 
held me up in Greenburg with a pisto] and 
took 85 cents of the $1 and the two rings. I 
walked thirteen miles to Batesville, where 
I took a freight for Cincinnati. I slept in 
a freight car Wednesday night and Thurs- 
day I walked to Ludlow. Witn a lot of 
soldiers, who were bumming, I rode in a 
freight from Ludlow to Lexington, the 
train breaking in two twice. I took a 
freight train at Lexington Friday raorning 
at 4 o’clock and arrived in Summerset dead 
broke and half starved. At Summerset I 
took a freight and was ditched at a small 
town called Cumberland Falls. Friday 
night it was pouring down rain and I slept 
all night in the station at the depot. On 
a freight I Jeft Cumberland at i0 o'clock 
Saturday morning and was ditched again 
at Oakdale.”’ 

At this juncture somebody remarked that 
the young man met with a lot of accidenis 
on the trains, and Harry smiled and «aid: 

“There wasn't any accidents. Ditched 
means in tramp language being put off the 
train by a conductor or a brakeman.” 

With this explamation Harry continued 
his account of his adventures: - 

“At Oukdale I went down to a@ river and 
took a bath. J was awful hungry v::1d ihe 
bath sharpened my appetite until I was 
sorry I went in swimming. From Oakdale 
I walked to Hiram Junction, where I staid 
all night, and it was then that I began to 
get home-sick and I cried that night no 
little. I wanted to see my mother as bad 
as a boy ever wished to see his mamma in 
this world. On Sunday I walked twenty 
miles to Rockwood and stole a ride from 
there to Dayton wthout being ditched.

Assistant Adjutant General 
Senator Clay Valuable In- 
formation. 

Hon, A. S. Clay has received a letter 
from the assistant adjutant general giving 
him information as to how enlisted men 
can obtain discharges. 

The letter states that applications for 
discharge should be addressed to the ad- 
jutant general, setting forth the reasons 
on which the application is based, and the 
applicant should hand it to the captain 
of their company, who in turn is required 
to forward it through, regimental, brigade, 
division and corps headquarters with his 
recommendation. Applications that do not 
reach the department through this source 
will not be entertained. 

Applications for discharge from men in 
regiments now serving in the Philippines, 
Honolulu, Cuba or Porto Rico will not be 
considered, 

Following is an extract from the letter 
to Senator Clay: 

“Enlisted men of the regular and volun- 
teer army who desire to procure their 
discharge from the United States service, 
Should address a letter to the adjutant 
general of the army, setting forth the rea- 
sons upon which they base their applica- 
tions, and hand or mai) it to the captain 
of their company, who in turn is required 
to forward it through regimental, brigade. 
division and corps headquarters with his 
recommendation. Applicants that do not 
come up in this manner will not be enter- 
tained. 

“You ere further advised that the de- 
partment will not, at this time, enter- 
tain applications for discharges: of en- 
listed mem belonging to regiments serving 
in the Philippine islands, Honolulu, Cuba 
or Porto Rico. Very respectfully, Thomas 
Ward, assistant adjutant general.”

GRACE LILLARD, A YOUNG GIRL 
fourteen years of age, whose min@ has 
been childish for her age on account of 
ill health, created a sénsation yesterday by 
riding al] over the elity on the trolley cars. 
She would board a car at the corner of 
Broad and .Marietta streets, ride as far 
as the car would go, return to the city on 
the same car and poard another. This 
was kept up several hours, until she was 
finally taken in charge at 2 o'clock by De- 
teative John Harris,. who carried -her to 
the police barracks and turned her over 
to the care of Turnkey Crusselle until her 
family could be notified. 

Of course, no one thought Miss Grace 
had been guilty of any improper conduct, 
owing to the fact that she is as simple as 
a child of six years of age, and her esca- 
pade was regarded only as a strange epi- 
sode, even by the street car men, who had 
to carry her over the city free of charge, 
as she had no money with which to pay 
her fare. 

At the police barracks Miss Grace seem- 
ed to enjoy herself greatly and took quite 
eg. fancy to the turnkey, who made her 
very comfortable in the detention room. 

Dr. King went after,the young girl and 
carried her home, as her father, ‘Mr. Frank 
R. Lillard, of 115 Summit avenuey is il] in 


bed. 

Detective Harris said the action of the 
girl created the utmost surprise among the 
street car conductors ‘and motormen. She. 
got on a car and sat down, and when she 
was asked for fare she quietly said she had 
no money. It was plain that she was child- 
ish fot her.age and no attempt was made 
to put her off any of the cars. She rode 
to Grant park, the exposition park, Deca- 
tur, Lakewood, and. in fact, nearly all over 
the town. In each ride she took she al- 
ways remained in the car until it return- 
ed to the starting point at the corner of 
Broad and Marietta streets, and here she 
took a car on some Other route.
